Mom angry that

The graders and plows went 
out Thursday as the city was 
hit with freezing rain and 
snow. 

City of Edmonton crews 
hit the roads in the early 
sanding bridges and hills, 
along with major roads, in 
a bid to break up the ice 
before the snow started to 
fall again. 

“The freezing rain on 
the pavement and the snow 
on top can make for pretty 
difficult conditions,” said 
Bob Dunford, the city’s 
director of roadway main¬ 
tenance. 

The snow was enough to 
require city plows, which 
hit the streets late Thurs¬ 
day, but the city did not yet 
have plans for a parking 
ban. 

Edmonton Police Service 
said that between 6 a.m. 
and noon there were 106 
property-damage collisions 
and 10 injury collisions on 
city streets. 

City spokesperson Lisa 
Sobchyshyn said EPS mem¬ 
bers noted that Edmon¬ 
tonians adapted to winter 
driving conditions well, but 
that the morning commute 
was slow. 

Police are asking people 
to allow for longer travel¬ 
ling times and to adjust 
speed to current road 
conditions. 

The city’s airport was 
also hit with bad weather 
and travellers were being 
encouraged to check flights 
before heading out. 

“Every aircraft leaving 
the airport regardless of 
size is getting a full body 
spray de-icing,” said Chris 
Chodan, a spokesperson for 
the Edmonton Internation¬ 
al Airport. 

“It is definitely slowing 
things down.”

“We can all see we’re sup¬ 
porting each other just by 
having this simple symbol in 
our vehicles, homes or busi¬ 
nesses,” she said. 

Meanwhile, on Thursday a 
judge denied bail to Richard 
Benson, the 46 year-old man 
accused of crashing his mini- 
van into Racette Jimior High 
School. 

Benson is next set to appear 
in court Dec. 13.

The joke goes that winter 
in Edmonton lasts for eight 
months, and residents like 
to tell others they brave 
weeks of -30 C temper¬ 
atures. 

But none of that is 
really true. 

According to Elena 
Lappo, meteorologist with 
The Weather Network, 
Edmonton’s average high 
for December, January 
and February is -5.4 C and 
the low is -14,3 C. Average 
snowfall is 62.6 centi¬ 
metres and rainfall is 3 
millimetres. 

“In January actually, the 
average minimum is -16 C,” 
said Lappo. “So it’s just that 
Edmonton does lie in that 


area where it’s very easy to 
get arctic outbreaks. And 
if you do get an arctic out¬ 
break you will get into this 
really cold air with tem¬ 
peratures of -30, -40 C, but 
then you can also get some 
warmer spells coming from 
B.C. where the temperature 
will be fairly mild.” 

The city only experi¬ 
ences temperatures of 
-30 C a handful of times 
each winter, which means 
Edmonton’s average num¬ 
bers sit on par with other 
major cities in Canada. 

In comparison across 
the country, Montreal’s 
average high of -3,9 C and 
low of-12.7 C are most 
comparable to Edmonton, 
while snowfall in Calgary, 
Saskatoon (both 48.7 
centimetres) and Winnipeg 
(57.1 centimetres) is most 
similar, said Lappo. 

“It’s just that Edmonton 
usually goes go through 
pretty large temperature 
swings,” she added. “That’s 
just the climate of Edmon¬ 
ton.”

Growing up in Manitoba, 
Wanda Bornn always loved 
the outdoors — no matter 
what the weather. 

“I remember as a kid going 
outside and la 3 dng in the mid¬ 
dle of the front lawn in my 


winter clothes, just watching 
the northern lights,” said the 
producer of Edmonton’s Ice 
on Wh34:e Festival. 

The well-known ice carv¬ 
ing festival isn’t until Janu¬ 
ary, but the snow has fallen, 
meaning the season Edmon¬ 
tonians seem to love to hate 
has arrived. 

But there is a movement 
afoot to change the city’s per¬ 
ception of winter. 

For the Love of Winter, a 
strategy to turn Edmonton 
into a world-leading winter 
city, was released last month. 

Ideas and goals include 
year-round patio and park 
use, better design of public 


space, improved use of light 
and colour palettes when it 
comes to construction, and 
more. There is also a desire to 
increase capacity and sustain¬ 
ability of winter festivals. 

“There is an excitement in 
the city that probably plays 
out better in summertime 
right now only because we 
invested in summer,” said 
Coun. Ben Henderson, who 
co-chaired the think tank be¬ 
hind the strategy. “If we want 
to attract the kind of people 
we need to attract here for 
the city to continue to pros¬ 
per, then winter has to be just 
as exciting in its own way as 
summertime, and other cities 


have shown us that is more 
than possible to do.” 

Bornn thinks that is the 
perfect place to start. 

“I’d like for there to be 
something for families and 
visitors to do every week¬ 
end of the winter,” she said. 
“Basically, what those organ¬ 
ized activities do is they help 
to change the way people 
think about winter.” 

That attitudinal shift is 
key, said Henderson. 

“We’ve stolen our abil¬ 
ity to have joy in winter, 
because we tried to make 
it go away and pretend it 
didn’t exist. That was a 
failed experiment.”

Family violence prevention 
month launched in Edmon¬ 
ton Thursday with a vivid 
reminder of the far-reaching 
impacts.

uncomfortable we need to 
talk about it, and we need to 
listen,” said Sloan.

The early-morning peace is 
shattered by the sound of Pan’s 
saw biting through wooden 
planks as he constructs a new 
table. “There are no rules,” 
he says, “but we all have 
jobs. We’re not here to screw 
around.” 

On the beautiful Greek is¬ 
land of Evia in the foothills 
of Mount Telaithrion, former 
programmer Pan, 29, and 
seven friends who connected 
through Internet forums have 
estabhshed the country’s “first 
eco-commimity.” 

It is an effort to live sustain¬ 
ably and outside mainstream 
Greek society, which is strug- 
ghng through the worst eco¬ 
nomic crisis in memory. While 
poverty and violence sweep 
through Athens, the members 
of the Free and Real team wake 
up to simshine each day, ready 
to work on their own terms. 

Economist Yannis loan- 
nides of Tufts University in 
Massachusetts believes a re¬ 
treat to rural life provides a 
“safety net” for young people. 

“At least they can protect 
themselves against the mar¬ 
ket by dropping out of it,” he 
told Metro. 

“It’s not a solution to the 
crisis — it’s a solution for us,” 
says Dionysis, 30, a chemist 
who gave up his hfe m Athens 
and closed his bank account, 
vowing to never return. 

On Evia, the essentials of 
life are self-produced, from the 
organic farm food to the com-

post toilet, the furniture to the 
Mongohan-style 3 mrts. 

The cross-section of skills 
makes it possible to live al¬ 
most completely cash-free, 
with a professional-standard 
carpenter, chemist and IT tech¬ 
nician among the group and 
new skills imported through 
the steady supply of volunteers 
who pitch in.

farming, the group uses cut¬ 
ting-edge technology, creating 
3-D models of construction 
projects before building them, 
ahead of switching to a new 
site on the mountain complete 
with geodesic domes and an 
advanced permaculture farm. 

There is little political ideol¬ 
ogy behind it; no one believes 
in chmate change and the phil¬ 
osophy is “do what works for 
you.” 

A ferry ride north to the 
maiuland town of Volos re¬ 
veals a different sustainability 
model, where residents have 
established a barter economy 
using alternative cinrency 
“TEMs” instead of Euros. 

At the local market, people 
exchange everything from 
lemonade to massages. 

So far at least three more 
Greek towns have adopted the 
model. 


Potato movement 


With salaries slashed and 
unemployment rising, co¬ 
operatives in Greece have 
presented a popular solution 
to feed the hungry.

It happened just after 4

What ails Vladimir Putin? 

The Russian leader whose 
image of physical vigour is 
key to his success has can¬ 
celled several foreign trips 
in recent weeks, postponed 
his annual live televised 
question-and-answer session 
with average Russians, and 
has rarely left his suburban 
residence outside Moscow. 

A respected Russian 
newspaper claimed Thurs¬ 
day that a publicity stunt 
during which Putin tried to 
lead cranes on their migra¬ 
tory paths in a motorized 
hang-glider aggravated an 
old injury. 

Putin’s office denies it was 
the flight with cranes, insists 
it is just a pulled muscle and 
spins the situation, say¬ 
ing that athletes often get 
banged up. 

Besides, it says, Putin’s 
avoiding the Kremlin office 
so he doesn’t tie up Moscow 
traffic with his motorcade 
— something that hasn’t 
seemed to trouble him dur¬ 
ing his previous 12 years in 
power. Putin celebrated his 
60th birthday in early Octo¬ 
ber.

Rape victims 
being ignored: 
Amnesty report 

Amnesty International 
said Thursday it has urged 
authorities in Bosnia to 
provide adequate therapy 
and financial compensa¬ 
tion to wartime rape 
victims and to prosecute 
their attackers. 

Tens of thousands of 
women were raped dur¬ 
ing Bosnia’s 1992-95 war 
involving the country’s 
Bosniaks, Serbs and 
Croats. 

Amnesty, which has 
called for such action 
in the past, said in its 
latest report that the rape 
victims, who live in the 
country’s Serb-dominated 
mini-state of Bosnia, are 
being ignored by author¬ 
ities.

Lifting a 25-year veil of se¬ 
crecy, Israel acknowledged 
Thursday that it killed the 
deputy of Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat in 1988. 

Khalil al-Wazir was killed 
during a seaborne raid in Tu¬ 
nisia.

Smith inquest. Liberal

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper publicly criticized 
correctional authorities on 
Thursday for their handling 
of a disturbed teenager who 
choked to death in her cell 
five years ago, prompting op¬ 
position accusations of fed¬ 
eral government dishonesty. 

The issue reached the 
House of Commons following 
the screening of a disturbing 
jailhouse video at an inquest 
into the death of Ashley 
Smith this week that shows 
guards duct-taping her and 
drugging her against her will. 

“The Ashley Smith case is 
obviously a terrible tragedy,” 
Harper said. 

However, information has 
come to light that shows Cor¬ 
rections Canada’s behaviour 
was “completely unaccept¬ 


able,” he told the House of 
Commons. 

Outside the Commons, Lib¬ 
eral Leader Bob Rae accused 
the Conservative government 
of being “dishonest.” 

“This is a government that 
wanted to stop the showing 
of those videos,” Rae said. 

“This is a government 
that, every step of the way, 
attempted to keep Canadians 
from seeing what went on.” 

While federal lawyers lost 
a court battle to keep the vid¬ 
eos under wraps, they are still 
fighting to limit the scope 
of the inquest, which would 
block scrutiny of what hap¬ 
pened to Smith in prisons 
outside Ontario. 

Harper said he would let 
“arguments between law¬ 
yers” play out without inter¬ 
ference. 

Smith choked to death as 
guards looked on in October 
2007 at a prison in Kitchener, 
Ont. She had spent the past 
year of her life in segregation, 
shunted among prisons in 
five provinces.

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Cancer study. Stem cells 
reverse chemo-induced 
infertility in monkeys 


Scientists have long been 
searching for a way to pre¬ 
serve fertility in young boys 
left unable to father a child 
later in life after being treat¬ 
ed for childhood cancer. 
That’s because chemotherapy 
and radiation can destroy the 
stem cells in the testes that 
give rise to sperm with the 
onset of puberty. 

Now researchers, using 
monkeys, have shown that 
samples of testicular tissue 
that have been frozen can 
be thawed and re-implanted 
following chemotherapy and 
begin producing sperm. 

The researchers’ work is 
described in the November 
issue of the journal Cell Stem 


The downside 


• Before attempting the 
procedure in humans, 
researchers must deal 
with the risk they could 
re-seed cancer cells into 
a testicle along with the 
stem-cell transplant. 


• The procedure would 
not be an option for 
post-pubescent teens or 
men who did not store 
a semen sample prior to 
chemotherapy or radia¬ 
tion treatment.

Health Canada is urging 
Canadians to test their 
homes for radon, the 
second-leading cause of 
lung cancer after smoking. 

The radioactive gas oc¬ 
curs naturally in the ground 


and can leak into homes 
through foundation cracks 
or gaps around pipes. It 
cannot be seen, smelled or 
tasted, but easy tests sold by 
most hardware stores can 
measure radon levels. 

Health Canada suggests 
testing for three months 
starting in the fall.

• One free Google Play app 
for Android, Smoke Vir¬ 
tual Cigarette, has been 
downloaded more than 
one million times. Its de¬ 
veloper, MJMS Solutions, 
runs a Swahili-language 
website. 


• Other apps were de¬ 
signed as lit cigarettes 
that could be used as bat¬ 
tery gauges, screen savers 
and virtual ashtrays.

• Scientists pointed out that 
the pro-smoking apps 
"appear to be violating 
Article 13 of the World 
Health Organization 
Framework, which bans 
advertising and promo¬ 
tion of tobacco products 
in all media, including the 
Internet." That would also 
apply to countries that 
ban tobacco advertising; 
Canada is among them.

The study found a wide 
open world of “presmoking 
content including explicit 
cigarettebrand images are 
reaching millions of users, 
including teenagers and 
children.’’ The 107 apps identi¬ 
fied as presmoking included 
virtual cigarettes smoked by 
blowing on the mobile device’s 
microphone, tobaccestore 
finders, games and brand 
explanations.

As New York continued to 
pick up the pieces after the 
superstorm devastated parts 
of the city this week, Bloomb¬ 
erg said Sandy had made the 
stakes of the election even 
clearer.

“We need leadership from 
the White House, and over the 
past four years. President Bar¬ 
ack Obama has taken major 
steps to reduce our carbon con¬ 
sumption,” Bloomberg wrote

sized cardboard container. 

“There was some canned 
food left and some Oreos,” the 
cop 3 ^writer and beauty blog¬ 
ger said. “1 do hke Oreos, but 
these were an impulse buy. 1 
saw they were Winter Oreos, 


with red cream and a snow¬ 
man on top, and I had to try 
them.” 

Chips and salsa also went 
into the cart, although she 
would have preferred Doritos 
if any were left, and she sheep¬ 
ishly admitted to making a 
meal of some boxed macaroni 
and cheese, too. 

Facebook and Twitter were 
full of similar mini-confessions 
of calories consumed while 
people were either left in the 
dark and trying to eat up what 
was deep in their freezer be¬ 
fore it thawed, or making do 
with the shelf-stable packaged 
foods that were in the grocery 
store after the meat and pro¬ 
duce were gone. 

Nancy Yates, a retired 
United Nations development 
officer who lives in desolate 
lower Manhattan, where thou¬ 
sands of people are still living 
without power, went shop¬ 
ping with neighbour Norma 
Fontane for comfort food at 
a bodega lit by flashlight and 
candlelight.

Two spacewalking astronauts 
worked on a leaky radiator sys¬ 
tem outside the International 
Space Station on Thursday,

NASA ordered the space 
station to change position on 
Wednesday evening to avoid a 
fragment from a communica¬ 
tion satellite that was destroyed 
in a high-speed collision three 
years ago. 

Thrusters on a docked Rus¬ 
sian supply ship were fired to 
move the orbiting lab out of 
harm’s way. But a computer 
error caused the thrusters to 
malfunction and the space sta¬ 
tion did not reach the desired 


altitude. NASA ofiicials said the 
space station and its six resi¬ 
dents were safe despite their 
lower-than-intended orbit. 

Station commander Sunita 
Williams and Japanese astro¬ 
naut Akihiko Hoshide rerouted 
ammonia coolant lines and by¬ 
passed a radiator believed to be 
leaking.

Europe’s oldest 
town unearthed: 
Archeologist 

A prehistoric town 
unearthed in eastern Bul¬ 
garia is the oldest urban 
settlement found to date 
in Europe, a Bulgarian ar¬ 
chaeologist said Thursday. 

Vasil Nikolov, a pro¬ 
fessor from Bulgaria’s 
National Institute of 
Archaeology, said the 
stone walls excavated by 
his team near the town of 
Provadia, Bulgaria, are es¬ 
timated to date between 
4,700 and 4,200 B.C. He 
said the walls, which are 
10 feet high and six- 
and-a-half feet thick, are 
believed to be the earliest 
and most massive forti¬ 
fications from Europe’s 
prehistory.

Toronto law firm’s use 
of biometric monitoring 
has staff up in arms 


The days of sneaking out for 
three-hour lunch breaks will 
soon be over at a Toronto law 
firm after it decided to install 
fingerprint-scanning technol¬ 
ogy to monitor its employees’ 
comings and goings. 

Last month, McCague Bor- 
lack LLP announced plans for 
a revamped security system 
that will require staff (except 
lawyers who spend much of 
their time with clients) to 
clock in and out of the office 
with a finger swipe, keeping 
track of morning late-comers 
or those who tiy to jump-start 
their weekends by slipping 
out early on a Friday. 

“Some people were abus¬ 
ing the system,” said found¬ 
ing partner Howard Borlack, 
58. “We had people taking 
two to three hours for lunch 
and we had no way of know¬ 
ing.... Some people were com¬ 
plaining.” 

Other Toronto firms use 
security passes and honour 
systems to keep track of time 
worked. McCague Borlack, 
which focuses mostly on in¬ 
surance law and employs 
about 200 people, has gone 
a step further with a system 
that not only provides office 
access via fingerprint, but also 
records employees as they en¬ 
ter and leave. 

In mid-November, when 


the system is expected to 
go live, the office will be 
equipped with finger-scan¬ 
ning machines that will keep 
a rolling record of the time 
spent in the office. 

Carleton University law 
professor Michael MacNeil, 
who specializes in legal issues 
surrounding privacy and 
surveillance, said the finger¬ 
printing system is just one ex¬ 
ample of the way workplaces 
are using technology to mon¬ 
itor and maximize productiv¬ 
ity.

A-list leading man who ex¬ 
plores the dark sides of their 
characters as often as Wash¬ 
ington?

MGM’s financial 
woes a blessing 
in disguise for

More time with Bond. 

While his project was 
in hiatus, Sam Mendes 
spent nine months 
fine tuning the script 


Director Sam Mendes has been 
working on Slyfall, the 23rd 
James Bond film, for quite 
some time — thanks in large 
part to parent studio MGM’s 
financial woes that halted pre- 
production for nearly a year. So 
what did the Oscar-winning dir¬ 
ector learn during his extended 
tenure with the franchise? 

MGM’s bankruptcy issues 
were a blessing in disguise. 

“We had a stroke of luck on 
this movie, ultimately, which 
was at the time one of the most 
fmstrating things, which was 
the temporary bankruptcy of 
MGM, which for me was a bit 
of a nightmare because I’d 
really prepped the movie and 
was ready to go into full-scale 
pre-production, and we had to 


halt everything, if you remem¬ 
ber, for something like nine 
months,” Mendes explains. 
“But in that time, we worked 
on the script. I knew every 
scene intimately, and we kept 
working. We had two weeks of 
rehearsals, which is a relatively 
new thing for the Bond fran¬ 
chise. We had a read-through of 
the script, and (series producer) 
Barbara (Broccoli) said to me, 
‘It’s the first read-through we’ve 
ever had of a Bond movie!”’ 

Referencing classic Bond 
has to be handled carefully 

“I felt about the homage 
elements that you have to earn 
them. I think if you put them 
in at the wrong time, they’re 
going to strike a false note,” he 
says. “It’s also true that in mak¬ 
ing a Bond movie, you have 
to rediscover your 13-year-old 
self” 

Before Daniel Graig, the 
franchise had made a few 
wrong turns. 

“The thing about Bond for 
me, watching the old mov¬ 
ies, is that there was a point 
around Moomaker where it

I hadn’t heard anybody say 
in a movie ... She foimd out 
that there was such a thing as 
surrogacy and there was an 
entire association devoted to 
training people and making 
sure they watch out for their 
own weirdness affecting the 
other people, which is like any 


therapist.... 1 think it seemed 
to be that over time, it grew 
into a real vocation. 

Speaking of your own 
vocation, I think at different 
points in a person’s career 
there are things you’re will¬ 
ing to do and there are things 
you’re not willing to do. 

What made you feel ready to 
do the nudity now? 

The first thing is reading a 
good stoiy. It’s so rare that 
you read a stoiy you haven’t 
heard a himdred times and a 
character that I’ve seen in life 
or in a movie —just an utterly 
new person to create. And 
then [it’s] a feeling of like, it’s 
getting late, what am I gonna 
wait for or worry about? Just 
jump in. 

What was it like to see The 
Sessions finally in the the¬ 
atre? Do you hate watching 
yourself? 

It’s not the easiest thing in 
the world, I don’t ever look at 
an 32 thing after. Now that I’ve 
seen it, I won’t be seeing it 
ever again in my whole life.

There’s 
a lot of ground to cover and Lawrence was a complicated 
guy. Besides, who wouldn’t want to look at Peter O’Toole 
for that lon^ 




Apocalypse Now 
Redux(200i) 


As if 1979’s Apocalypse Now 
weren’t long enough, Francis 
Ford Coppola added 49 minutes of never-before-seen footage 
and re-released it as a 197-minute director’s cut, the version 
he always wanted the world to see. This includes more foot¬ 
age of the beach attack scene and the much-talked-about 
French plantation scene. While it’s fascinating to see what 
Coppola deleted from the original film, he didn’t always 
improve his master work, and at times, he weakened it. 

(We also could have included the first two Godfather mov¬ 
ies here, which clock in at 175 minutes and 200 minutes, 
respectively, and deserve every second.)

Magnolia ( 1999 ) 

I loved this movie when it came out, and I love it stiU, and the 
fact that it’s over three hours long only magnifies the enor¬ 
mity of the emotions — the way Paul Thomas Anderson inter¬ 
twines the various characters’ lives and expertly times their 
highs and lows. It’s big and beautiful, fluid and messy—a 
profoimd exploration of love 
and loneliness in the most 
prosaic of places, the San 
Fernando Valley. You could 
spend 188 minutes just 
sitting on the 101 freeway, 
trying to get from Studio 
City to Woodland Hills. This 
is far more compelling. 


Inland Empire ( 2006 ) 

Back when I reviewed this, I wrote that it might be David 
Lynch’s masterpiece, or it might be a total mess. What I 
was sure of was the fact that it changed my mood for the 
rest of the day — it stuck with me, messed with me — and 
I couldn’t ignore that. While it features many of Lynch’s 

regular players (Laura Dem, Harry 
Dean Stanton, Justin Theroux) and 
his trademark disjointed, nightmar¬ 
ish visuals, it’s also a defiantly plot¬ 
less mixture of burmy rabbits, dark 
hallways and dancing prostitutes. 
That it runs 180 minutes adds to its 
hypnotic nature. 


Heat(l995) 

Michael Mann’s crime saga 
takes on an epic, operatic 
quahty as it sprawls across 
170 minutes and throughout 
Los Angeles. This will go 
down as Marm’s masterpiece 
— although The Insider, 

which is ^o pretty dartm long at 157 minutes, is also pretty 
great. Everything he does best is on display here: The stylized 
visuals, gritty violence and complex characters who occupy 
a murky moral area. Since we’re keeping track of time, the 
coolly precise bank robbery that Robert De Niro, Val Kilmer 
and Tom Sizemore puU off, followed by that famous shootout 
in the heart of downtown, comes at the halfway point.

Borgia’s ruthless rise 
to a television power 



Middle Ages. The 

second season of TV’s 
new powerhouse on a 
bloody Italian family is 
filmed near Rome with 
the best of the best 
crew and cast 


Who doesn’t love a wealthy 
family’s bloody saga? 

The Italian economy may be 
struggling, but the pan-Euro¬ 
pean television series Borgia, 
which is now filming its second 
season in Italy, is a thriving hit 
on the world market. 

Spanning the late Middle 
Ages to the early Renaissance 
period, the show follows the 
famous Borgia family’s rise to 
power and subsequent domina¬ 
tion of the Vatican and south¬ 
ern Europe’s political land¬ 
scape. A winning combination 
of sex, violence, faith, lust and 
betrayal, the primarily French- 
German production has been 
sold in 85 coimtries worldwide. 

The first season follows the 
brutally ambitious Catalan Car¬ 
dinal Rodrigo Borgia (played by 
U.S. actor John Doman) and his 
ruthless climb to become Pope 
Alexander VI. The second sea¬ 
son, currently shooting, begins 
in 1494 and its focus slowly 
moves to his charismatic son 
Cesare Borgia (played by Irish 
actor Mark Ryder), the famed 
warrior prince who inspired 
Niccolo Machiavelli’s The 
Prince. 

Ryder said the biggest chal¬ 
lenge has been taking his char¬ 
acter from a whiny yoimg boy 
in the first season to a “mag¬ 
nificent man of the Renais¬ 
sance” in the second. 

There are twenty-four dif¬ 
ferent nationalities among 
the Borgia crew Doman, best

On the set, a stocky Italian 
charges across the courtyard 
of the Caetani Castle and yells, 
“Action, silenzio!” prompting 
a tall, blond German to lift a 
movie camera off a metal frame 
and an Itahan stunt woman to 
hoist herself onto a horse. Doz¬ 
ens of extras immediately snap 
to attention. 

Nearby, in a black tent, a 
British director was following 
the action closely on a monitor 
while an Irish actor enjoyed a 
cigarette on his break, careful 
not to dirty his red velvet car¬ 


dinal’s robes. 

The executive producer, 
American Tom Fontana, says 
producers searched far and 
wide to assemble the talent 
working on Borgia. 

“We were always deter¬ 
mined to have the best actors, 
the best designers, the most 
talented people here, regard¬ 
less of what country they come 
from,” he said. “Everyone who 
is here knows they are here 
because we think they are the 
best.” 

With a budget of $38.7 mil¬ 
lion, the second season of Beta 
Film’s Borgia is being shot over 
eight months in both Italy and 
the Czech Republic. Italy alone 
will feature 20 separate loca¬ 
tions.

A Liar’s 

Autobiography. Movie 
is a strange tribute to 
the often forgotten 
member of legendary 
comedy troupe 


Some call Graham Chapman 
the forgotten P37thon. Some 
call him the enigmatic one. 
John Cleese calls him the 
dead one. 

Don’t expect the animated 
film A Liar’s Autobiography 
The Untrue Stoiy of Monty Py¬ 
thon’s Graham Chapman to 
sort out his place in the Brit¬ 
ish comedy troupe. Based on 
Chapman’s book, an “autobiog¬ 
raphy” curiously co-authored 
with five other writers, the film 
doesn’t reveal much that Py¬ 
thon fans don’t already know 
about the facts of his life. 

But fans will come away 
with a better sense of the 
strange inner workings of 
Chapman, who died of throat 
cancer in 1989 but is reunited 
with Cleese and most of his Py¬ 
thon mates in the voice cast of 
A Liar’s Autobiography, which 
has a limited U.S. theatrical run 
starting Friday and has its tele¬ 
vision premiere the same day 
on Epix. 

Ex-P37thon member Terry 
Jones thinks Chapman would 
have loved the cryptic mish¬ 
mash of observations, self-an¬ 
alysis, bizarre asides, flights of 
fancy and revisionist personal 
history that make up the film. 

“\\^at an odd person he 
was,” Jones fondly recollected 
at September’s Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival in an 
interview alongside son Bill 
Jones, who co-directed A Liar’s 
Autobiography with Ben Tim- 
lett and Jeff Simpson. 

Fourteen companies craft¬ 
ed the visuals in 17 difierent 
animation styles, presented 
in 3D and leaping firom such 
vignettes as a procrastinator’s 
writing holiday with Cleese in 
Spain and a recreation of a skit 
with Chapman as Oscar Wilde, 
to a sedate moment drink¬ 
ing spiked tea with the Queen 
Mother and a rousing produc¬ 
tion of the P37thon tune Sit on 
My Face. 

Chapman studied at Cam¬ 
bridge, where he became a 
doctor and met Cleese. Cleese 
became his writing partner and 
closest colleague among the 
P57thon troupe, which included 
feUow Brits Jones, Michael Palin 
and Eric Idle, and American ani¬ 
mator Terry Gilham. 

Joining the Cambridge 
Footlights performing group. 
Chapman gradually veered 
away firom medicine, joining 
Cleese as a writer on David 
Frost’s BBC show The Frost Re¬ 
port and eventually co-starring 
in the groundbreaking sketch 
comedy show Monty I^hon’s 


Flying Circus, which premiered 
in 1969. The other P57&ons 
had signature bits and skits — 
Cleese with his Ministry of Silly 
Walks, Palin with his lumber¬ 
jack song, Jones with his menu 
of endless Spam variations. Idle 
with his nudge-nudge, wink- 
wink routine — and Gilliam 
distinguished himself with his 
surreal animation. 

Chapman revelled in shrill 
cross-dressing characters, but 
often tended toward self-ser¬ 
ious straightmen roles, much 
as he did with the leads in the 
troupe’s biggest film comedies, 
as King Arthur in Monty I^thon 
and the Holy Grail and the title 
role in The I^e of Brian. 

Jones recalls the first time 
he saw Chapman perform in 
London, an odd duck playing 
alongside Cleese and fellow 
British comedian Bill Oddie. 

“I couldn’t take my eyes off 
Graham, because he looked 
hke he’d just walked on off the 
street, and what was he doing 
on stage?” Jones said. “John 
Cleese and Bill Oddie were be¬ 
ing firrmy on stage. Graham 
was not being firrmy. He was 
being serious, and that’s why I 
think he worked so well as King 
Arthur and Brian. Because John 
wanted to do Brian, wanted to 
play Brian, and we persuaded 
him out of it. Because Graham

was, he’s just the rock aroimd 
which everybody else is doing 
firrmy performances.” 

If Chapman seemed like the 
straight guy, the rock to the 
other P57thons’ zaniness, it was 
an illusion that held up only 
in front of the camera. Behind 
the scenes. Chapman could be 
notoriously unreliable, boozing 
and partying and so bad about 
showing up on time that he 
became known as “the late Gra¬ 
ham Chapman” decades before 
he died. 

A Liar’s Autobiography 
chronicles not so much the 
facts of Chapman’s life as his 
trickster spirit, as a cartoon fig¬ 
ure named Graham Chapman 
works through such issues as 
his alcoholism, promiscuity 
and confusion over his sexual¬ 
ity (he eventually decides he’s 
70 per cent gay, based on a sur¬ 
vey he did with himself). 

Chapman provides the back¬ 
bone of the animation voices, 
which the filmmakers culled 
from recordings he did of his 
book. Jones, Cleese, Palin and 
Gilliam added vocals (Idle was 
too busy, co-director Bill Jones 
said), making it a reunion of 


sorts with their dead colleague. 

The film includes video of 
Cleese’s notorious eulogy for 
Chapman, in which he lovingly 
bid good riddance to the “ffee- 
loadmg bastard.” 

“Graham would have been 
very cross if John hadn’t said 
that about him,” Jones said. 


Jones added on A Liar’s Auto¬ 
biography; “It’s just an appre¬ 
ciation of his twisted humour. 
Not understanding who the 
man is or finding out any facts 
about the man’s life, but get¬ 
ting a sense of him and get¬ 
ting at his feelings.”

The Aussies took the 
wine world by storm back 
in the late 1980s, catching 
the likes of France, Italy and 
Germany totally off guard. 
Giving grape variety names 
top billing on their labels, 
the wine wizards of Oz 
became industry darlings 
almost overnight. 

Things have changed a 
lot since then. For awhile, it 
seemed like every vineyard 
in the coimtiy was trying to 
make the same wine. 

Today’s Australia is, for 
the most part, a different 
place. Smaller, family- 
owned wineries have taken 
up residence next to indus¬ 
try giants like Wolf Blass 
and Yellow Tail at your local 
liquor store — offering dif¬ 
ferent personalities to offset 
the now diminishing glut of 
“taste the same” brands. 

One new face of Aus¬ 
tralia I just visited was Shin- 
gleback, in the McLaren 
Vale not far from South 
Australia’s capital, Adelaide.
